P l a t a xihL E s t e , Quanta nam* Bay, 
July 15.—General Toral, commanding 
the Spanish forces at Santiago de Cuba 
yesterday morning sent a communica­ 
tion to General Shafter indicating his 
willingness to accept the terms of sur­ 
render proposed and asking the Ameri­ 
can commander to appoint commis­ 
sioners to meet the Spanish commis­ 
sioners to arrange to send the Spanish 
troops back to Spain. This will be 
promptly done. 
The surrender of General Toral not 
only means the fall of Santiago, but by 
the terms of surrender the whole east 
ern end of the island falls into the 
hands of the United States without fir­ 
ing a shot. 
The surrender is to include aU the 
Spanish troops at Santiago, Guanta­ 
namo, Oaimanera and Sagua, compos­ 
ing the fourth army corps of the Span­ 
ish army.

a g o de Cuba that lies east of the line 
from Sagua, via Las Palmas, to Aocera- 
dores, is surrendered to the United 
States.

accept the capitulation of the enemy 
and to transport the Spanish officers 
and troops to Spain, they to leave a1 
their arms behind and ne to accept their 
paddle. It was this proposition which 
General Toral declined yesterday. 
This morning it was decided to holt, 
a personal interview with General Tora! 
General Miles and his staff, who got no 
further than General Shafter’s head 
quarters last night, accompanied by 
General Shafter and his staff, rode out 
to the front shortly before 8 o’clock 
under a flag of truce. A request for a 
personal interview with the Spanish 
commander-in-chief was made and ac­ 
ceded to, and about 9 o’clock General 
Miles,

rode up, passed over our entrenchments 
and went down into the valley beyond.

The 
interview that followed lasted an hour. 
The situation was placed frankly be­ 
fore General Toral and he was offered 
the alternative of being sent home with 
his garrison or leaving Santiago prov­ 
ince, 
The only condition imposed be­ 
ing that he should not destroy the ex­ 
isting fortifications and should leave 
his arms behind. This latter coddition 
the Spanish general, who does not speak 
English, explained through his inter 
prefer was impossible. He said the laws 
of Spain gave a general no discretion. 
He might abandon a {dace when he 
found it untenable, but he could not 
leave his arms behind without subject 
ing himself to the penalty of being 
conrtmartialed and shot. 
His govern 
ment, he said, had granted him permis­ 
sion to evacuate Santiago. That was 
all. Further than that ne was power­ 
less togo. 
Without saying so in words, General 
Miles said the tenor of General Toral’s 
remarks all betrayed his realization 
that he could not hold out long. 
Then General Shafter explained that 
our reinforcements were coming up, 
that he was completely surrounded anc. 
that our new batteries were bomi 
posted. General Toral simply shrnggec 
his shoulders. 
“I am but a subordinate,” said he 
“and I obey my government. If it 
necessary we can die at our posts.” 
General Toral is a man of 60 years of 
with a strong rugged face and fine, 
soldierly bearing. His brave words in­ 
spired a feeling of respect and admi- 
i anon in the hearts of his adversaries. 


Nevertheless the tipamsn general a 
anxiety to avoid further sacrifice of life 
in his command was manifest, and he 
t did not hesitate to ask for time to com­ 
municate th e situation to Madrid, al­ 
though he dubiously shook his head 
W hen he spoke of the probable response. 
Upon the return of our commanders 
to the American lines an important con­ 
sultation was held at General Wheeler’s 
headquarters. 
Generals Garcia and Castillo, with 
their staffs, had ridden around from the 
extreme right to see General Miles. It 
was a notable group, gathered under 
the protecting awning of General 
Wheeler’s tent. 
Ther i 
w ere present General Miles, 
General Shatter, General Wheeler and 
General Garcia and their aides. 
Assistant Naval Constructor Hobson, 
the hero of the Merrimac, who had 
come to headquarters with messages 
from Rear Admiral Sampson, was also 
present. The situation was discussed 
with the aid of a profusion of maps 
and at the conclusion of the conference 
a luncheon was served. It consisted of 
beans, hard tack and coffee. After this 
meal General Miles, General Shafter 
and General Garcia, with their staffs, 
rode off to inspect the position on the 
right flank. 
They all agreed that General Toral 
was securely wedged in and that escape 
was impossible, but, owing to delays 
and the possibly incidental loss of life

A mule ambu­ 
lance, which attempted to cross the 
river, was carried 200 yards deem the 
stream, filled with refugees, to Caney, 
where the passengers were rescued with 
difficulty. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt is one of 
those who believe the army is threat­ 
ened with a great disaster unless Gen­ 
eral Toral and his troops are allowed to 
depart. The situation has been com­ 
municated to Washington and it is 
considered probable that the conditions 
imposed in the American propositions 
for surrender will be modified. 
The rainy weather has accelerated the 
spread of malarial and other fevers. 
In some of the regiments over a third 
of the men are unfit for duty. 
General Chaffee, in addition to Gen­ 
eral Duffield, is suffering from fever. 
To a correspondent General Miles 
said he was proud to command an 
army which had carried the lines of 
hills on which our center rests. He

A Statement, Believed to Bo Iuspired

B e r u n , July 15.—The Cologne Zei- 
tung denounces the story of the Ger 
man warship Irene’s interference at 
Subig bay, island of Luzon, Philip­ 
pines, as a fabrication. The Lokal An- 
zeiger says the Americans are unreason­ 
ably excited about the Irene incident. 
Even if it occurred, as Admiral Dewey 
says, the Irene did not interfere, but re­ 
tired immediately upon the arrival of 
the Americans. Therefore, every cour­ 
tesy was shown that the Americans de­ 
mand of a neutral country. But, if the 
Irene did hinder Aguinaldo^ landing. 
it is no business of Dewey’s. If the 
American admiral sees fit to make com 
mon cause with the insurgent chiefs it 
is none of our affair. Germany still 
preserves her neutrality toward Spain 
and does not intend to recognize Aguin­ 
aldo and his horde as belligerents. The 
matter is so plain that we do not be­ 
lieve any diplomatic step will be taken, 
and do not doubt for a moment that the 
American officials will admit the cor­ 
rectness of the German proceedings.

“Next is Porto Rico,” said Secretary 
Alger, after receiving news of San­ 
tiago’s surrender.

The secretary said the Porto Rioan 
expedition would go forward imme­ 
diately. It will comprise new men en­ 
tirely. The warriors in the trenches 
before Santiago have distinguished 
themselves, and it is not deemed pru­ 
dent to bring them iu unnecessary con­ 
tact with new troops in view of the 
danger of spreading contagion. The 
sick soldiers will be nursed back to 
health and brought to the United States 
as soon as they eau be safely removed. 
Immune regiments will be ordered to 
Santiago to garrison the town. 
The irorto Rican expedition will be 
commanded by General Miles in person, 
though General Brooke, now in com­ 
mand at Camp Thomas, is expected to 
be his main dependence. The size of 
the expedition will depend upon Gen­ 
eral Miles’ wishes, although it is be­ 
lieved that 25,000 men will be sufficient 
for the purpose. At San Juan the navy 
will be of greater assistance than it 
was at Santiago, owing to the possi­ 
bility of approaching the town more 
closely witnout risking contact with 
mines. General Brooke has been sum­ 
moned to Washington by direction of 
Secretary Alger, so that he will be in a 
position to make his views known to 
the department. The experience gained 
in dispatching Shafter’s expedition, it 
is expected, will aid the officials in 
their determination to make short work 
of the Porto Rican affair. 
The surrender of Santiago includes 
the whole province, with about 10,000 
men. 
According to our terms the men are 
to be transported back to Spain by the 
United States. 
The territory surrendered by General 
Toral includes a population exceeding 
125,000 when the country is in its 
normal state. It includes the import­ 
ant cities of Santiago de Cuba, Guanta­ 
namo, Sagua de Palma and Baracao. 
It is exceedingly rioh in mineral, 
sugar aud coffee. 
The large iron aud 
copper mines at Juragua, Daiquiri and 
vicinity are owned by American com­ 
panies. In the Guantanamo district 
are the extensive plantation^ of Soleda 
Esperanza, Los Canos, Santa Cecila and 
others. Baracoa earned on an exten­ 
sive fruit trade with the United States. 
The plan of the war department for 
returning 
the surrendered army of 
General Toral to Spain will not necessi­ 
tate the use of American vessels. It is 
the purpose of the department to ask 
for proposals from all steamship com­ 
panies which desire to compete for 
transporting the Spanish troops, and 
the most advantageous bid will be ac­ 
cepted. The advices of General Shaf­ 
ter state that the number of Spanish 
prisoners will be between 12,000 and 
15,000.

Then General Shafter explained that 
our reinforcements were coming up, 
that he was completely surrounded and 
that our new batteries were being 
posted. General Toral simply shrugged 
his shoulders. 
'^aim but a ^hordinate,” said he, 
and I obey my government. 
If it is 
necessary we can die at our posts.1’ 
j^ueral I oral is a man of 60 years of 
age, with a strong rugged face and fine, 
soldierly bearing. 
His brave words in- 
pireo a feeling of respect and admi- 
anon in the hearts of his adversaries. 


Nevertheless tile 
Spanisn 
general * 
anxiety to avoid further sacrifice of life 
in his command was manifest, and he 
did not hesitate to ask for time to com­ 
municate the situation to Madrid, al­ 
though he dubiously shook his head 
when he spoke of the probable response. 
Upon the return of our commanders 
to the American lines an important con­ 
sultation was held at General Wheeler’s 
headquarters. 
Generals Garcia and Castillo, with 
their staffs, had ridden around from the 
extreme right to see General Miles. It 
was a notable group, gathered under 
the 
protecting 
awning of General 
Wheeler s tent. 
Ther! were present General Miles, 
General Shat ter, General Wheeler and 
General Garcia and their aides. 
Assistant Naval Constructor Hobson, 
the hero of the Merrimac, who had 
come to headquarters with messages 
from Rear Admiral Sampson, was also 
present. The situation was discussed 
with the aid of a profusion of maps 
and at the conclusion of the conference 
a luncheon was served. 
It consisted of 
beaus, hard taok and coffee. After this 
meal General Miles, General Shafter 
and General Garcia, with their staffs, 
rode off to inspect the position on the 
right flank. 
They all agreed that General Toral 
was securely wedged in and that escape 
was impossible, but, owing to delays 
and the possibly incidental loss of life 
which was certain to result from an at­ 
tempt to carry the town by assault, the 
danger to our troops from fever and dis­ 
ease, and above all, the fact that the 
Spanish fleet was destroyed, which has 
been the real object of the campaign, it 
seemed to be the general disposition to 
allow General Toral to evacuate Santi­ 
ago. This woald give us a military and 
naval base, permit the starving refugees 
to return to their homes and would al­ 
low the immediate embarkation of the 
bulk of our army for the Porto Rico 
campaign. 
The rain now falls in sheets every 
day, drenching the soldiers, washing 
out the roads and swelling the streams 
into torrents, 
in fact, our base af sup­ 
plies is actually threatened by the 
mountain streams. 
Two bridges have 
been carried away this afternoon, after 
a downfall in which an inch and a half 
of rain fell. 
The Aguadores river is impassable, 
the water, shoulder deep, is running 
like a small Niagara. A mule ambu­ 
lance, which attempted to cross the 
river, was carried 200 yards down the 
stream, filled with refugees, to Caney, 
where the passengers were rescued with 
difficulty. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt is one of 
those who believe the army is threat­ 
ened with a great disaster unless Gen­ 
eral Toral and his troops are allowed to 
depart. The sitnation has been com­ 
municated to Washington and it is 
considered probable that the conditions 
imposed in the American propositions 
for surrender will be modified. 
The rainy weather has accelerated the 
spread of malarial and other fevers. 
In some of the regiments over a third 
of the men are unfit for duty. 
General Chaffee, in addition to Gen­ 
eral Duffield, is suffering from fever. 
To a correspondent General Miles 
said he was proud to command an 
army which had carried the lines of 
hills on which our center rests. He 
added that there was no prouder page 
in our military annals than that writ­ 
ten on July I.

B e r l in , July 15.—The Cologne Zei- 
tung denounces the story of the Ger­ 
man warship Irene’s interference at 
Subig bay, island of Luzon, Philip­ 
pines, as a fabrication. The Lokal An- 
zeiger says the Americans are unreason­ 
ably excited about the Irene incident. 
“Even if it occurred, as Admiral Dewey 
says, the Irene did not interfere, bnt re­ 
tired immediately upon the arrival of 
the Americans. 
Therefore, every cour­ 
tesy was shown that the Americans de­ 
mand of a neutral country. 
But, if the 
Irene did hinder Agninaldo’s landing, 
it is no business of Dewey’s. 
If the 
American admiral sees fit to make com­ 
mon cause with the insurgent chiefs it 
is none of our affair. Germany still 
preserves her neutrality toward Spain 
and does not intend to recognize Aguin­ 
aldo and his horde as belligerents. The 
matter is so plain that we do not be­ 
lieve any diplomatic step will be taken, 
and do not doubt for a moment that the 
American officials will admit the cor­ 
rectness of the German proceedings.” 
The foregoing is believed to be in­ 
spired. 
The Tageblatt’s Madrid correspond­ 
ent says Sagasta has declared that he is 
now convinced that the 
Americans 
would be defeated ny the land forces in 
Cuba, and that the Americans know 
this themselves, but since Spain no 
longer has a fleet the Americans could 
starve the island without subjecting 
themselves to exposure of the Spanish 
bullets. 
Hence, he has resolved, to 
bring about peace as soon as possible. 
The German emperor has contributed 
1,000 marks to the Red Cross fund.

W a s h in g to n , 
July 15.—Th# first 
chapter in the land campaign of the 
United States against Spain closed yes­ 
terday with the Spanish surrender of 
Santiago. 
Next will follow the trans­ 
portation of tho Spanish troops back to 
their native land and the capture of the 
island of Porto Rico, unless peace soon 
intervenes. 
The siege of Santiago had lasted two 
weeks. 
Looking back over the record 
I of these two weeks it is seen that a 
f great ironclad squadron has been de­ 
stroyed, that nearly 1,000 Spanish sail­ 
ors have been drowned or killed by shell 
and flame and that an untold number 
of Spanish soldiers have died in the 
trenches of Santiago. 
On the other 
hand about 250 American soldiers have 
been killed and, in round numbers, 
2.000 more have been sent to the hos­ 
pitals from wounds, fevers and other 
ailments. 
Our fleet had a remarkable 
exemption from disaster in the many 
engagements it has had with the forts 
at the entrance of the harbor and with 
the Spanish squadron. 
“Next is Porto Rico,” said Secretary 
Alger, after receiving news of San­ 
tiago’s surrender. 
“And then, if need 
be, Havana.” 
The secretary said the Porto Rioan 
expedition would go forward imme­ 
diately. It will comprise new men en­ 
tirely. The warriors in the trenohes 
before Santiago 
have distinguished 
themselves, and it is not deemed pru­ 
dent to bring them in unnecessary con­ 
tact with new troops in view of the 
danger of spreading contagion. The 
sick soldiers will be nursed back to 
health aud brought to the United States 
as soon as they can be safely removed. 
Immune regiments will be ordered to 
Santiago to garrison the town. 
The torte Rican expedition will be 
commanded by General Miles in person, 
tfiough General Brooke, now in com­ 
mand at Camp Thomas, is expected to 
be his main dependence. The size of 
the expedition will depend upon Gen­ 
eral Miles’ wishes, although it is be­ 
lieved that 25,000 men will be sufficient 
for the purpose. 
At San Juan the navy 
will be of greater assistance than it 
was at Santiago, owing to the possi­ 
bility of approaching the town more 
closely witnont risking contact with 
mines. General Brooke has been sum­ 
moned to Washington by direction of 
Secretary Alger, so that he will be in a 
position to make his views known to 
the department. The experience gained 
in dispatching Shafter’s expedition, it 
is expected, will aid the officials in 
their determination to make short work 
of the Porto Rican affair. 
The surrender of Santiago includes 
the whole province, with about 10,000 
men. 
According to our terms the men are 
to be transported back to Spain by the 
United States. 
The territory surrendered by General 
Toral includes a population exceeding 
125.000 when the country is in its 
normal state. It includes the import­ 
ant cities of Santiago de Caba, Guanta­ 
namo, Sagua de Palma and Baracao. 
It is exceedingly rich in mineral, 
sugar and coffee. 
The large iron and 
copper mines at Juragua, Daiquiri and 
vicinity are owned by American com­ 
panies. In the Guantanamo district 
are the extensive plantation^ of Soleda 
Esperanza, Los Canos, Santa Cecila and 
others. Baracoa earned on an exten­ 
sive fruit trade with the United States. 
The plan of the war department for 
returning 
the surrendered army of 
General Toral to Spain will not necessi­ 
tate the use of American vessels. 
It is 
the purpose of the department to ask 
for proposals from all steamship com­ 
panies which desire to compete for 
transporting the Spanish troops, and 
the most advantageous bid will be ac­ 
cepted. The advices of General Shaf­ 
ter state that the number of Spanish 
prisoners will be between 12,000 and 
15,000.

and Statistics A re Needed—A Man W ill 
B e Sent Here Soon—Increased Produc­ 
tion Makes It Necessary. 


The commissioner who is at the head 
of the Ohio bureau of labor statistics is 
preparing tor an assault on East Liver 
pod, and within' a few months one of 
his deputies will be sent here for the 
purpose of gaining information. 
Two years ago the bnrean made an 
exhaustive investigation into the condi­ 
tions surrounding the potting industry, 
and the report was gratifying in the 
extreme since it gave to East Liverpool 
the place it had won among the pottery 
communities of the world. Since that 
time production has been stimulated in 
a marked degree and many improve 
men ta have been made. In order to 
keep pace with the times the oommie 
stoner feels that he must again cover 
the field. 
In an interview with an East Liver­ 
pool resident the other day Hon. W. 0. 
Cochran, one of the statisticians em 
ployed by the department, said the work 
would be taken up early in the fall and 
completed as soon as possible. East Liv­ 
erpool will of oourse be given the most 
attention, but the tile and brick mdne 
try will also be considered. 
Many 
changes are known to have taken place 
and will be included in the report which 
Will be exhaustive. 
It ie learned from another Conroe that 
particular attention will be paid to child 
labor in factories coming under this 
head, the same policy being carried out 
as in the investigations in many other 
branches of industry. The last legisla 
lure touched upon the matter in an 
important way, and it is desired that 
something regarding the enforcement of 
the new law be known.

HOT FIGHTING. 


Landing of Supplies to Gomez 
Perilous W ort 


CAPT. NUNEZ WAS SILLED. 


Winthrop Chenier and Five Cubans Were 


Wounded. 


GUNBOAT PEORIA SHELLED PORTS 


Three Attem pts Made to Land Before 
the Expedition Was Baoeessfnl—Gomes 
Conferred W ith Am erican Officers and 
Bent rn Plan of Campaign to President 
M cKinley — Brere 
Germen 
Doctor. 
Singular Experience o f Chenier end 
the Germen end Another Doctor—Gun­ 
boat H eloan Aided tho Peoria. 


K ey W est, July 15.—Thorn cham­ 
pion filibusterers, the Florida and 
Fanita, under convoy of the little 
auxiliary gunboat Peoria, landed July 8 
the largest aud probably the last expe­ 
dition sent to the aid of the insurgents. 
The Florida and Fanita left Key 
West on Saturday, June 25, under the 
convoy of the Peoria, commanded by 
Lieutenant T. W. Ryan. On board tile 
steamers were 35 Cubans under Gen­ 
eral Nunez, 50 troopers of the Fifth 
United States cavalry, under Lieuten­ 
ants Johnson and Abeam, and 25 rough 
riders, under Winthrop Chalder, brok­ 
er of Colonel William Astor Chanler. 
The cargoes were enormous. 
It was intended to land at San Juan 
June 29, but the scouting party was 
driven off by Spaniards. 
The next afternoon the Peoria sheUed 
a fort near Las Tunas, about four miles 
away, but met no response. Two boats 
landed, when the fort and entrench­ 
ments opened fire. Captain Nunez was 
killed and Winthrop Chanler fell with 
a broken arm. Meanwhile the Peoria 
shelled the fort until the enemy’s fire 
oeased. Part of the party rushed to 
the boat under firing from the shore. 
They paddled along, holding to the 
boats, with their heads sticking out of 
the water. Five Cubans were wounded. 
Doctors Luud and Abbott carried 
Chanler into the bushes and they sank 
into a swamp up to their necks. Doc­ 
tor Lund, formerly a German army 
surgeon, and a giant in strength, 
wriggled out, stripped off his clothes 
anti swam out in the darkness to find 
the whips, until picked up by a boat. 
As the strange figure climed up the 
ladder of the Peoria the sentry on 
guard at the gangway challenged him, 
but Dr. Lund brushed past him and 
strode in all his nakedness up to Lieu­ 
tenant Ryan, gave the customary form­ 
al salute, and with the most gravity 
said: *‘I have to report that the men 
ashore refire assistance.” 
When Chanler and Abbott were res­ 
cued they were still in the water up to 
their necks, but, except Chenier’s el­ 
bow, they were none the worse for their 
experience. Agramonte and some Cu­ 
bans were also rescued. 
The next day the gunboat Helena ar­ 
rived, and on Friday morning she and 
the Peoria steamed in toward Las 
Tunas, which the Spaniards had been 
vigorously fortifying. Reinforcements 
also poured in. Vigorous fighting fol­ 
lowed. 
The Spanish gunners had not fired 
more than 15 or 20 shote before their 
guns were flying in the air, their earth­ 
works a mass of blood-stained dust and 
their gunners running for their lives. 
Both the Peoria and Helena were struck 
several times, but no one on either ship 
was injured. As they withdrew sev­ 
eral buildings on shore were in flames. 
Further shelling occurred by the 
ships. 
Saturday night, July 2, while the 
Helena stayed and kept her search­ 
lights playing toward shore, the other 
vessels slipped away, with lights out, 
and succeeded in landing the men and 
cargo at Palo Alto about daybreak. 
Gomez, with 2,000 men, was known 
to be in the vicinity and scouts hurried 
to his lines. On Monday, July 4, the 
grizzled old warrior appeared in person 
at Palo Alto. An awning was spread 
over the end of the abandoned wharf 
and a conference was held. 
The veteran commander-w-chief said 
he was greatly pleased at the success­ 
ful result of tne expedition, whioh he 
thought would exercise an important 
influence upon the war. 
He outlined a plan of campaign, 
whicn he later submitted in writing to 
Lieutenant Ryan for transmission to 
President McKinley. 
It was subsequently learned that dur­ 
ing the fight at Las Tunis five build­ 
ings in the town were completely de­ 
stroyed by the fire from the American 
guns, while 23 were partly destroyed, 
and eight schooners, which happened 
to be in range, were burned and sunk.

In order to 
keep pace with the times the commis­ 
sioner feels that he must again cover 
the field. 
In an interview with an East Liver­ 
pool resident the other day Hon. W. C. 
Cochran, one of the statisticians em 
ployed by the department, said the work 
woald be taken up early in the fall and 
completed as soon as possible. East Liv 
erpool will of coarse be given the most 
attention, bot the tile and brick indue 
try will also be considered. 
Many 
ohaoges are known to have taken place 
and will be included in the report which 
Will be exhaustive. 
It is learned from another source that 
particular attention will be paid to child 
labor in factories coming under this 
head, the same policy being carried out 
as in the investigations in many other 
branches of industry. The last legisla­ 
ture touched upon the matter in an 
important way, and it is desired that 
something regarding the enforcement of 
the new law be known.

filibusterers, the Florida 
and 
Fanita, under 
convoy of the little 
auxiliary gunboat Peoria, landed July 8 
the largest aud probably the last expe­ 
dition sent to the aid of the insurgents. 
The Florida and Fanita left Key 
West on Saturday, June 25, under the 
convoy of the Peoria, commanded by 
Lieutenant T. W. Ryan. On board the 
steamers were 35 Cubans under Gen 
oral Nunez, 50 troopers of the Fifth 
United States cavalry, under Lieuten 
ants Johnson and Abeam, and 25 rough 
riders, under Winthrop Chenier, brotn 
er of Colonel William Astor Chenier. 
The cargoes were enormous. 
It was intended to laud at San Juan 
June 29, but the scouting party was 
driven off by Spaniards. 
The next afternoon the Peoria shelled 
a fort near Las Tunas, about four miles 
away, but met no response. Two boats 
landed, when the fort and entrench 
meats opened fire. Captain Nunez was 
killed and Winthrop Ohanler fell with 
a broken arm. Meanwhile the Peoria 
shelled the fort until the enemy’s fire 
oeased. Part of the party rushed to 
the boat under firing from the shore. 
They paddled along, holding to the 
boats, with their heads sticking out of 
the water. Five Cubans were wounded. 
Doctors Lund and Abbott carried 
Chalder into the bushes and they sank 
into a swamp up to their necks. Doc­ 
tor Lund, formerly a German army 
surgeon, and a giant in strength, 
wriggled out, stripped off his clothes 
ancL swam out in the darkness to find 
thevhipe, until picked up by a boat. 
As the strange figure climed up the 
ladder of the Peoria the sentry on 
guard at the gangway challenged him, 
but Dr. Lund brushed past him and 
•trode in all his nakedness up to Lieu­ 
tenant Ryan, gave the customary form 
a1 salute, and with the most gravity 
said: “I have to report that the men 
ashore refire assistance.” 
When Chalder and Abbott were res 
cued they were still in the water up to 
their necks, but, except Ohanler’s el 
bow, they were none the worse for their 
experience. 
Agramonte and some Cu 
bans were also rescued. 
The next day the gunboat Helena ar 
rived, and on Friday morning she and 
the Peoria steamed in toward 
Las 
Tanas, which the Spaniards had been 
vigorously fortifying. Reinforcements 
also poured in. 
Vigorous fighting fol 
lowed. 
The Spanish gunners had not fired 
more than 15 or 20 shots before their 
guns were flying in the air, their earth­ 
works a mass of blood-stained dust and 
their gunners running for their lives. 
Both the Peoria and Helena were struck 
several times, but no one on either ship 
was injured. As they withdrew sev­ 
eral buildings on shore were in flames. 
Further shelling occurred by the 
ships. 
Saturday night, July 2, while the 
Helena stayed and kept her search­ 
lights playing toward shore, the other 
vessels slipped away, with lights out, 
and succeeded in landing the men and 
cargo at Palo Alto about daybreak. 
Gomez, with 2,000 men, was known 
to be in the vicinity and scouts hurried 
to his lines. On Monday, July 4, the 
grizzled old warrior appeared in person 
at Palo Alto. 
An awning was spread 
over the end of the abandoned wharf 
and a conference was held. 
The veteran commander-in-chief said 
ie was greatly pleased at the success- 
: ul result of the expedition, which he 
thought would exercise an important 
influence upon the war. 
He outlined a plan of campaign, 
which he later submitted in writing to 
! Lieutenant Ryan for transmission to 
President McKinley. 
It was subsequently learned that dur­ 
ing the fight at Las Tunis five build­ 
ings in the town were completely de­ 
stroyed by the fire from the American 
guns, while 28 were partly destroyed, 
and eight schooners, which happened 
to be in range, were burned and sunk.

P la y a d e l E s t e , Guantanamo Bay, 
july 15.—General Toral. commanding 
the Spanish force! at Santiago de Cuba 
yesterday morning sent a communica­ 
tion to General Shafter indicating his 
willingness to accept the terms of sur­ 
render proposed and asking the Ameri­ 
can commander to appoint commis­ 
sioners to meet the Spanish commis­ 
sioners to arrange to send the Spanish 
troops back to Spam. 
This will be 
promptly done. 
The surrender of General Toral not 
only means the fall of Santiago, but by 
the terms of surrender the whole east­ 
ern end of the island falls into the 
hands of the United States without fir­ 
ing a shot. 
The surrender is to include all the 
Spanish troops at Santiago, G uanta­ 
namo, Oaimanera and Sagua, compos­ 
ing the Fourth army corps of the Span­ 
ish army. 
The portion of the province of Santi­ 
ago de Cuba that lies east of the line 
from Sagna, via Las Palmas, to Accera- 
dores. is surrendered to the United 
States. 
The prisoners number over 13,000 
men.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 15.—The news of 
the surrender came to W ashington in 
dispatches from Generals Shafter and 
Miles. The latter cabled that General 
Shafter and his men deserved great 
credit.

W h e e l e r ’s

e r s , B e f o r e S a n t ia g o d e C u b a , July 
13, via Kingston, Jamaica, July 15.— 
It appears that on Monday General 
Shafter did not again demand the un­ 
conditional surrender which General 
Toral had refused on Sunday, but of­ 
fered, as an alternative proposition, to 
aocept the capitulation of the enemy 
and to transport the Spanish officers 
and troops to Spain, they to leave all 
their arms behind and ne to accept their 
parole. 
It was this proposition which 
General Toral declined yesterday. 
This morning it was decided to hold 
a personal interview with General Toral. 
General Miles and his staff, who got no 
further than General Shatter’s head­ 
quarters last night, accompanied by 
General Shafter aud his staff, rode out 
to the front shortly before 8 o'clock 
under a flag of truce. 
A request for a 
personal interview with the Spanish 
oommander-in-chief was made aud ac­ 
ceded to, and about 9 o’clock General 
Miles, 
General 
Shafter! 
General 
Wheeler, General 
Gilmour, Colonel 
Morse, Captain Wiley and Colonel Maus 
rode up, passed over our entrenchments 
and went down into the valley beyond. 
They were met by General Toral and 
his chief of staff, under a spreading 
mango tree, at the bottom of the valley 
atom half way between the lines. The 
interview that followed lasted an hour. 
The situation was placed frankly be­ 
fore General Toral aud he was offered 
the alternative of being sent home with 
his garrison or leaving Santiago prov­ 
ince, 
The only condition imposed be­ 
ing that he should not destroy the ex­ 
isting funifications and should leave 
his arms behind. 
This latter condition 
the Spanish general, who does not speak 
English, explained through his inter­ 
preter was impossible. He said the laws 
of Spain gave a general no discretion. 
He might abandon a place when he 
found it untenable, but he oonld not 
leave his arms behind without subject­ 
ing himself to the penalty of being 
court mart ialed aud shot. 
His govern­ 
ment, he said, had granted nim pertain- 
n to evacuate Santiago. That was 
all. Further than that ne was power­ 
less to go. 
W ithout saying so in words, General 
Mile** saiti the tenor of General Toral’s 
remarks all betrayed his realization 
that he could not hold out long. 
Then General Shafter explained that 
our reinforcements were coining up, 
that he was completely surrounded aud 
that 
our new batteries were being 
justed. General Toral simply shrugged 
his shoulders. 
“I am but a subordinate,” said he, 
“and I obey my government. 
If it is 
necessary we can die at our poets.*’ 
General Toral is a man oif DO years of 
age, with a strong rugged face and fine, 
soldierly bearing. 
His brave words in- 
pireo a feeling of respect and admi­ 
ration in the hearts of his adversaries. 


Nevertheless the 
tipamsn 
general a 
anxiety to avoid further sacrifice of life 
in his command was manifest, aud he 
did not hesitate to ask for time to com­ 
municate the situation to Madrid, al­ 
though he dubiously shook his head 
when he spoke of the probable response. 
Upon the return of our commanders 
to the American lines an important con­ 
sultation was held at General Wheeler’s 
headquarters.

beans, hard tack and coffee. After this 
meal General Miles, General Shafter 
and General Garcia, with their staff*, 
rode off to inspect the position on the 
right flank. 
They all agreed that General Toral 
was securely wedged in and that escape 
was impossible, but, owing to delays 
and the possibly incidental loss of life 
which was certain to result from an at­ 
tempt to carry the town by assault, the 
danger to our troops from fever and dis­ 
ease, and above all, the fact that the 
Spanish fleet was destroyed, which has 
been the real object of the campaign, it 
seemed to be the general disposition to 
allowr General Toral to evacuate Santi­ 
ago. This would give us a military and 
naval base, permit the starving refugees 
to return to their homes and would al­ 
low the immediate embarkation of the 
bulk of our army for the Porto 
campaign. 
The rain now falls in sheets every 
day, drenching the soldiers, washing 
out the roads and swelling the streams 
into torrents. 
In fact, our base af sup­ 
plies is actually threatened by the 
mountain streams. 
Two bridges have 
been carried away thin afternoon, after 
a downfall in which an inch and a half 
of rain fell. 
The Aguadores river is impassable, 
the water, shoulder deep, is running 
like a small Niagara. 
A mule ambu­ 
lance. which attempted to cress the 
river, was carried 300 yards down the 
stream, filled with refugees, to Caney, 
where the passengers were rescued with 
difficulty. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt is one of 
those who believe the army is threat­ 
ened with a great disaster unless Gen­ 
eral Toral and his troops are allowed to 
depart. 
The situation has been com­ 
municated to Washington and it is 
considered probable that the conditions 
imposed in the American propositions 
for surrender will be modified. 
The rainy weather has accelerated the 
spread of malarial and other fevers. 
In some of the regiments over a third 
of the men are unfit for duty. 
General Chaffee, in addition to Gen­ 
eral Outfield, is suffering from fever. 
To a correspondent General Miles 
said he was proud to command an 
army which had carried the lines of 
hills on which our center rests. 
He 
added that there was no prouder page 
in our military annals than that w rit­ 
ten on July I.

W a s h in g t o n , 
July 15.—Th* first 
chapter rn the land campaign of the 
United States against Spain closed yes­ 
terday with the Spanish surrender of 
Santiago. 
Next will follow the trans­ 
portation of the Spanish troops back to 
their native laud and the capture of the 
island of Porto Rico, unless peace soon 
intervenes. 
The siege of Santiago had lasted two 
, weeks. 
Looking back over the record 
J of these two weeks it is seen that a 
Rico ( great ironclad squadron has been de­ 
stroyed, that nearly 1,000 Spanish sail­ 
ors have been drowned or killed by shell 
aud flame and that an untold number 
of Spanish soldiers have died in the 
trenches of Santiago. 
On the other 
hand about 250 American soldiers have 
been killed and, in round numbers, 
2.000 more have been sent to the hos­ 
pitals from wounds, fevers and other 
ailments. 
Our fleet had a remarkable 
exemption from disaster in the many 
engagements it has had with the forts 
at the entrance of the harbor and with 
the Spanish squadron. 
“ Next is Porto Rico,” said Secretary 
Alger, after receiving news of San­ 
tiago’s surrender. 
“ And then, if need 
be, Havana.” ' 
The secretary said the Porto Rioan 
expedition would go forward imme­ 
diately. 
It will comprise new men en­ 
tirely. 
The warriors rn the trenches 
befoio 
Santiago 
have 
distinguished 
themselves, ami it is not deemed pru- 
uent to bring them iu unnecessary con­ 
tact with new troops in view of the 
danger of spreading contagion. 
The 
sick soldier* will be nursed back to 
health aud brought to the United States 
as soon as they can be safely removed. 
Iinmuue regiments will be ordered to 
Santiago to garrison the town. 
The For to Rican expedition will be 
commanded by General Miles in person, 
though General Brooke, now in com­ 
mand at Lamp Thomas, is expected to 
be his main dependence. 
The size of 
the expedition will depend upon Gen­ 
eral Miles’ wishes, although it is be­ 
lieved that 25,000 men will be sufficient 
for the purpose. 
At San Juan the navy 
will be of greater assistance than it 
was at Santiago, owing to the possi­ 
bility of approaching tile town more 
olosoly witnout risking contact with 
mines. General Brooke has been sum­ 
moned to Washington by direction of 
Secretary Alger, so that he will be in a 
position to make his views known to 
the department. The experience gained 
in dispatching Shafter’* expedition, it 
is expected, will aid the officials in 
their determination to make short work 
of the Porto Rican affair. 
The surrender of Santiago includes 
the whole province, with about 10,000 
men. 
According to our terms the men are 
to be transported back to Spain by the 
United States. 
The territory surrendered by General 
Toral includes a population exceeding 
125.000 when the country is in its 
normal statu. 
It includes the import­ 
ant cities of Santiago de Cuba, G uanta­ 
namo, Sagua de Palma and Baraeao. 
it is exceedingly rich in mineral, 
sugar and coffee. 
The large trou aud 
copper mines at Juragua, Daiquiri and 
vicinity are owned by American com 
panies. 
In the Guantanamo district 
are the extensive plantations of Soleda 
Esperanza, Los Canos, Santa Cee Ila aud 
others. 
Barauna carried on an exten­ 
sive fruit trade with the United States. 
The plan of the war department for 
returning 
the surrendered army of 
General Toral to Spain will not necessi­ 
tate the use of American vessels. 
It is 
the purpose of the department to ask 
for proposals from all steamship com­ 
panies which desire to compete for 
transporting the Spanish troops, and 
the most advantageous bid will be ac­ 
cepted. 
The advices of General Shaf­ 
ter state that the number of Spanish 
prisoners will be between 12,000 and 
15,000.

The commissioner who is at the head 
of the Ohio borean of labor statistics is 
preparing for an assault on East Liver* 
pool, and within a few months one of 
his depnties will be sent here for the 
purpose of gaining information. 
Two years ago the bnrean made an 
exhaustive investigation into the condi­ 
tions surrounding the potting industry, 
and the report was gratifying in the 
extreme sinoe it gave to East Liverpool 
the place it had won among the pottery 
eommnnities of the world. 
Since that 
tim e production has been stimulated in 
a marked degree and many improve­ 
ments have been made. 
In order to 
keep pace with the times the commis­ 
sioner feels that he most again cover 
the field. 
In an interview with an East Liver­ 
pool resident the other day Hon. W. C. 
Cochran, one of the statisticians em­ 
ployed by the department, said the work 
would be taken np early in the fall and 
completed as soon as possible. East Liv­ 
erpool will of oonrse be given the most 
attention, but the tile and brick indus­ 
try will also be considered. 
Many 
changes are known to have taken place 
and will be included in the report which 
will be exhaustive. « 
It is learned from another source that 
particular attention will be paid to child 
labor in factories coming nuder this 
head, the same policy being carried out 
as in the investigations in many other 
branches of industry. 
The last legisla­

the largest aud probably the last expo 
dition sent to the aid of the insurgents 
The Florida and Fanita left Key 
West on Saturday, June 25, under the 
convoy of the Peoria, commanded by 
Lieutenant T. W. Ryan. 
On board the 
steamers were 85 Cubans under Gen­ 
eral Nunez, 50 troopers of the Fifth 
United States cavalry, under Lieuten­ 
ants Johnson and Ahearn, and 25 rongh 
riders, under W inthrop Chanler, b ro il­ 
er of Colonel William Astor Chanler. 
The cargoes were enormous. 
It was intended to land at San Juan 
June 29, but the scouting party was 
driven off by Spaniards. 
The next afternoon the Peoria shelled 
a fort near Las Tunas, about four miles 
away, but met no response. 
Two boats 
landed, when the fort and entrench­ 
ments opened fire. Captain Nuuez was 
killed and W inthrop Chanler fell with 
a broken arm. 
Meanwhile the Peoria 
shelled the fort until the enemy’s fire 
ceased. 
Part of the party rushed to 
the boat nuder firing from the shore. 
They paddled along, holding to the 
boats, with their heads sticking out of 
the water. 
Five Cubans were wounded. 
Doctors Lu lid and Abbott carried 
Chanler into the bushes and they sank 
into a swamp up to their necks. 
Doc­ 
tor Lund, formerly a German army 
surgeon, aud 
a giant 
in strength, 
wriggled out, stripped off his clothes 
and swam out in the darkness to find 
the whip*, until picked up by a boat. 
As the strange figure climed up the 
ladder of the Peoria the sentry on 
guard at the gangway challenged him, 
but Dr. Luud brushed past him and 
•trode in ail his nakedness up to Lieu­ 
tenant Ryan, gave the customary form­ 
al salute, and with the most gravity 
said: 
”1 have to report that the men 
ashore reqire assistance.” 
When Chanler aud Abbott were res­ 
cued they were still in the water up to 
their necks, but, except Chanler's el­ 
bow, they were none the worse for their 
experience. 
Agramonte and some Cu­ 
bans were also rescued. 
The next day the gunboat Helena ar­ 
rived, aud on Friday morning she and 
the Peoria steamed in toward

Finance committee of council met Tee- 
,.rdaT 
afternoon and made definite 
arrangement in regard to raisin* money 
to pay for the damages caused by the 
recent rains. 
There were present at the meeting 
President Marshall and Messrs. Peach, 
r„in and Stewart. 
The last report of 
.-retirer Herbert showed a balance in 
the street fond of $1,208.61. but the pay 
Tuesday evening caused it to be over- 


drawn $786. 
Mr. Peach remarked that the city 
should not pay any money ont of th© 
funds for damages caused by the floods, 
and if they did money should be bor­ 
rowed and placed in the funds used to 
pay expenses. 
An estimate was made of the money 
already used to pay for repairing dam- 
ages and it was placed at $1,628.39, while 
Clerk Hanley remarked that it was a 
very small estimate in view of the ex­ 
traordinary expense. 
The committee then started to m ake 
an estimate of the amount yet needed 
to complete the work of repairing the 
damages. 
The first matter to be discussed was 
the culvert between East Marmet street 
and Green lane. 
It was placed at $400, 
as the property owners had agreed to 
pay one half the expense. 
Mr. Peach thought the city should not 
build any culverts along Tanyard run 
until they started at one end and put it 
clear through. 
He suggested that coun­ 
cil accept the proposition of the Pennsyl­ 
vania company and hold a bond election 
to secure the money to pay the expense. 
Mr. Cain replied that it should be held 
at a regular election, as council had had 
enough experience with bond issues at 
special elections. 
It was decided to place a four foot box 
in Church alley which would cost $60, 
while the filling at this point would cost 
iii the neighborhood of $160, making a 
total of $200. 
The committee then began talking 
about Huston road, and President Mar­ 
shall wanted to know what had became 
of the condemnation proceedings and 
Mr. Peach replied that it was in the 
hands of the lawyers and might as well 
be buried. 
He suggested that the city 
pave what they could find of the street. 
Mr. Marshall asked why work on the 
sewer had not been started, and En­ 
gineer George replied that he was wait­ 
ing on council. 
Mr. Marshall replied that the work 
Should be started, and sa id : 
“I would 
suggest that when you get your stakes 
set you notify us and let us see it, as we 
have no desire to get into another box 
like the one we now have in East End. 
Your arrangement of the sewer there 
hoes not seem to suit at all.” 
Engineer George replied that it was 
impossible to please everybody, but Mr. 
Marshall said he thought ooundl might 
be able to settle affairs harmoniously. 
Clerk Hanley was then notified to in­ 
struct the solicitor to file the bond of the 
city for any damages that might occur 
to Mr. Morton, and the work in Huston 
road will be commenced at once. 
The repairing of a bridge in East End 
was placed at $66, while the damage 
along Pennsylvania avenne will oost 
• 176. 
Mr. George stated that it oost $8 per 
perch for stone work, and Mr. Marshall 
replied 
that 
the 
city 
didn’t want 
such work as it was now getting, and 
thought the price was too high. 
Mr. 
George suggested that they use 24 inch 
sewer pipe at one place to culvert the 
ran, but was informed by Mr. Stewart 
that council had enough 
experience 
with sewer pipe culverts. 
The cost of repairing Virginia avenue 
will be $60, while it will take $800 to fix 
the Mulberry street culvert 
These were all the repairs necessary, 
and the total reached $1,890, making a 
grandtotal of $3,518 89 with the money 
already expended. The olerk and mayor 
>*ill probably be instructed to borrow 
the money from the banks, but not at 
the present time. 
The engineer was instructed to in 
‘ fease the size of the sewer in Huston 
road, and new bids will be received.

L isb o n , July 15.—[Special]—E . 
M. 
Crosser, county recorder, has forwarded 
his annual report to the secretary of 
state. It shows the amount of business 
transacted during the year ending June 
30. 
Deeds for farm lauds recorded during 
that time number 158, conveying 7,840 
acres of land at an average price of $30 
per acre, and aggregating 
$228,900 
Nineteen acres in towns were conveyed 
in 45 deeds at an average of $800 and 
aggregating $15,020. 
Deeds recording 
the sale of city, town and village prop* 
arty number 675, amounting to $672,545. 
Six complicated or mixed conveyances 
were recorded involving $153,725, and 75 
deeds with $1 as the consideration were 
received. In al! 959 deeds were recorded 
and the total consideration amounts to 
$1,070,265. 
Twenty-eight leases were reoeived, 
and 275 mortgages, $217,575 on agricul­ 
tural property, and six securing $30,165 
on town acres were reoeived. On city, 
town and village lots the report shows 
782 mortgages, securing $788,492. The 
total mortgages is 1,063, and the amount 
$1,026,232. 
One hundred and sixty 
agricultural mortgages released $145,960, 
and eight released $12,758 on town acres. 
City, town and village lots shows a good 
record with 637 and the amount $521,365. 
The total number cancelled was 805, 
releasing $680,083.
